Dried Pears Equal Beet Pulp in 
Feed Value For Livestock 


Several livestock raisers are interest- « 
ed in drying cull pears for livestock 
feed. Information gathered by the Ag- 
ricultural Extension Service indicates 
that aried are approximately 
equivalent fo driet feed 
value, but that not over 
the ration should be 
over four or five pounds 
dried pears should be fed to cows.
